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70th Anniversary 


The Rotary Club of Yorba Linda on 
February 21 will join more than 
16,100 Rotary Clubs in 151 countries 
to observe the 70th anniversary of 
the founding of the worldwide 
service organization. According to 
President Bob Hollingsead and 
President-Elect Tom Hogan, the 
club will mark the occasion with a 
program featuring Henry G. ‘*Dad’”’ 
Milier, well-known national tourna- 
ment golfer, who plays in scores less 
than his age. 

Rotary, the first service club for 
business and professional men, was 
organized by Paul Harris, a Chicago 
lawyer, on February 23, 1905. To 
combat the loneliness he found in 
the big city, he proposed his idea for 
a club to three other men. 

Six months later the club had 21 
members. In 1910, there were 16 
Rotary clubs and approximately 
1,500 Rotarians. That same year the 
first club outside the United States 
was founded in Winnipeg, Canada. 

Today there are over three- 
quarters of a million business and 
professional men around the world 
who wear the Rotary emblem. They 
are involved in sevice projects at 
every level from sponsoring scout 
troops to building hospitals and 
schools.

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Trustees Set New 
School Boundaries 


In action at their regular meeting 
on Thursday evening, Yorba Linda 
School Board trustees voted to 
approve boundary changes for the 
next year. The changes incorporate 
a new attendance area for the Linda 
Vista School, which will be ready for 
occupancy this Fall. 

New boundaries for Yorba Linda 
school children are as follows: 
Richard Nixon---Boundaries begin 
at the Northeast corner of Santa Fe 
and Yorba Linda Boulevard, go East 
along Yorba Linda Boulevard to 
Richfield Road, South to a line 
approximately 150 feet South of 
Calgary Avenue, then East to 
Lakeview Avenue, then North to 
Imperial Highway, Northwest to 
Valley View; South to El Cajon, 
West to Casa Oro; then Southeast 
along Casa Oro to Orange Drive, 
then back to Santa Fe. 

Mabel Paine---beginning at the 
Northeast corner of Imperial 
Highway and Valley View, South- 
east to the corner of Imperial 
Highway and Yorba Linda Boule- 
vard, then East to Avocado Avenue; 
North to Oriente Drive; East to 
North Ohio, then North to the 
Northern boundary of the District; 
West to Casa Loma; South 200 feet 
to the North line of block 6 of the 
Yorba Linda tract; West to Valley 
View; then South again to Imperial.

Tice Says Unification 
Is Better Alternative 


One of eight candidates for two 
seats on the Yorba Linda School 
district board of trustees is a third 
generation Yorba Lindan, Thomas 
Tice. The 28 year old is a product of 
YL schools and has lived in Yorba 
Linda all 28 years of his life. 

“I would support annexation,"’ 
Tice told the Star in a_ recent 
interview, ‘‘but I'd rather see 
unification.’ Tice feels strongly that 
the community would be benefited 
by having local control over both 
elementary schools and a high 
school. *‘The parents wishes would 
be more easily implemented than if 
you had to go through a neighboring 
school board,’’ he explained. 


‘‘Many people are not aware of 
the financial ramifications of either 
choice,’ Tice noted, ‘‘many don’t 
know why we joined Fullerton in the 
first place. We joined the Fullerton 
High School District in 1914 because 
it was the major high school district 
in the area. Since then we've been a 
member of the Fullerton district 
both in taxes paid and in revenues 
received. The reason Troy High 
School exists is for Yorba 
Linda---over 80 per cent of the 
students who go to Troy live in Yorba 
Linda.”’ 


The whole unification/annexation 
issue is very complex, however, Tice 


added. *‘They’re conducting studies 


on many of the aspects of annexation 
vs. unification---I would like to 
reserve comment until input from 
these studies is available. I think a 
careful evaluation of alternatives on 
the part of the voters is essential.”’ 


As far as curriculum is concerned, 
the candidate would like to see 


expansion of the Early Childhood 
Education program in Yorba Linda 
Schools, ‘I've heard some very good 


responses on that,’ --- and more 
parent involvement in _ school 
programs. 


Tice is a civil engineer with the 
firm of BBT Engineering in Yorba 
Linda. He is currently a corporate 
officer with BBT. 


Efron Stresses Proper 
Staffing Of Schools 


Proper staffing of schools is a key 
issue in the campaign for two seats 
on the Yorba Linda Elementary 
school district, according to 
candidate Theodore Efron. 

Efron, 30, a wholesale meat 
packer, stressed that based on the 
job market today, schools can have 
the ‘‘pick of the pick’’ in staff. 

Efron declined comment on the 
proposed annexation to Placentia 
Unified School District, ‘I’ve heard 
too much good and too much bad.”’ 

As far as building is concerned, 
Efron believes in building’’ to take 
care of today’s needs today.”’ 

“I'd like to see them get a high 
school,”’ he added, ‘‘I think there 


would be advantages in housing 
students in they're own area instead 
of scattering them out. Every town 
should have a high school-it brings 
pride in our little community.” 


‘I believe Yorba Linda could 
provide as quality an education as 
Fullerton or Placentia."’ 


Efron feels that his experience in 
business management will aid him 
in serving the public. “I'm a 
successful businessman. A_ school 
board and a business are one and the 
same--it’s a decision making thing. 
School boards finance a_ school 
system--I1 finance my accounts; 
same thing,’’ he concluded.

ClodtBalks 
At LAFC 


Statement 


Yorba Linda County Water 
District director, Fred Clodt, this 
week took exception to a statement 
by a Local Agency Formation 
Commission (LAFC) official that all 
special districts in the county should 
be absorbed by the cities. 

Clodt, who is also Vice President 
of the District, termed the remark by 
LAFC Richard T. Turner, ‘‘an over 
generalization.” 

“I'd be the first to admit there 
might be some special districts that 
might be studied to determine if 
they perform an adequate function’’ 
Clodt said. 

**But to say that all such districts 
should be done away with is one that 
needs a lot of investigation first’’, 


added Clodt. 

‘‘There are some districts that 
perform a very valid function that 
can’t be performed by any other 
agency, including cities.”’ 

Clodt said he included his district 
in that category, citing the fact that 
the district not only serves an 
important need, but one that has 
reduced its tax rates annually for the 
last 1S years. 

**We should be considered in the 
broad spectrum as doing an 
excellent job’’, he said. 

Clodt said Turner might instead 
look to the overlapping function of 
cities that border each other, an 
overlapping of services that he said 
wastes money. 

‘‘What would be wrong if the 
cities of Yorba Linda, Placentia and 
Brea had a common police 
department? They could cut their 
costs for those services in half’’, he 
said.

Letters To The Editor 
Against The School Bonds 


To the kditor: 

Why you should not vote for the 
$20 Million Bond Authorization on 
March 4th. 

The election on March 4th has 
provision for the school district to ve 
authorized to sell an additional $20 
million in school bonds, the 
proceeds of which will be used for 
such things as purchase of land, 
construction of new schools and 
improvements to existing schools. 
There is a reasonable expectation 
that Placentia will need new schools 
in future years, but you should not 
vote for this authorization for 
reasons as outlined below. 

1. The authorization would allow 
the school district to double its 
bonded indebtedness. There was 
never a time to. authorize the 
expenditure of millions in public 
funds without caution, but con- 
ditions today are such that we should 
be very cautious indeed about 
committing ourselves to large debts 
which run many years into the 
future. 

2. There is no immediate urgency. 
The Placentia School District has not 
yet sold all the bonds authorized in 
the election of 1969 and an 
additional election can be held at 
anytime in the near future if 
necessary. 

3. The present School Board and 
Administration have not in the past 
years shown a willingness to subject 
the problems of school finance to an 


adequate cost analysis and exercise 
of options. Example: approximately 
$375,000 was spent to add student 
capacity to a school in the southwest 
portion of the district when excess 
capacity existed in a schoo! three 
blocks away. The administration 
made no attempt to use the excess 
capacity. In utilizing that excess 
capacity, the district also had a 
chance to reduce its bus transporta- 
tion costs. 

4. The promotional campaign 
mounted by the School Board and 
the Administration to convince the 
public to support the bonds 
authorization has addressed only 
one aspect of the impact on taxes - 
that of the building fund tax rate. 
There has been no public mention of 
the impact on the general fund 
taxes. The general fund is the one 
from which the district obtains the 
bulk of its operating expense and 
currently it is about six times larger 
than the building fund in its impact 
on taxes. The new building fund will 
also require teachers, staff and 
supplies. Obviously the general 
fund taxes must increase. 

S. The bonds authorization is a 
form of blank check which the school 
administration can use at its own 
discretion at any time, as they did for 
the present 1974/1975 school year. 
Enrollment this year has fallen 
considerably. short of projections. 
The taxpayers must bear the burden 
of the extra expense of ‘facilities, 


More In Favor Of The Bonds 


The Placentia Unified School 
District Citizens School Bond 
Committee wishes to point out that 
the very rapid rate of enrollment 
increase has made it necessary for 
PUSD to participate in the State 
Schoo! Building Program since the 
1962-3. school year, when the 
present fast growth period began. 
Under this program, a district can 
borrow additional funds direct from 
the state to supplement the proceeds 
of local bond sales in order to meet 
its new school construction needs. 

Dr. Ralph Ruth, co-chairman of 
the committee indicates that such a 
procedure has been found necessary 
in most fast-growing school district 
in California. ‘‘Most school districts 
with such growth histories have not 
been able to accumulate cash 
reserves for purchasing school sites 
and building new schools from their 
general operating revenues over the 
years,’’ he said. ‘Districts thus sell 
local school bonds simply as a way ot 
borrowing most of the funds needed 
to build and equip the new schools 
required by enrollment growth. But 
since state law sets an upper limit on 
the bond debt a district can have at 
any one time---it's a 10 percent of 
the total assessed valuation of all 
property in the district for the case of 
a unified district---it’s not always 
possible to sell enough new bonds to 
cover the cost of a particular school 
facility when it's needed most." 

Being able to fill in such funding 
gaps with loans from the state at the

time of need is one of the most 
valuable aspects of the State School 
Building Program, according to the 
PUSD citizen group. But since the 
State requires a district to be bonded 
to its full 10 percent legal capacity in 
order to participate in the state aid 


program, voter authorization for 
additional bond sales must be 
obtained to permit continued 


participation in the program. 
“The 1969 bond election auth- 
orized $16.9 million in bond sales, 
which were predicted to fill the 
district’s needs for a 5-year period. 
Actually, that authorization will 
have lasted over 6 years by the time 
the final remaining $3.3 million is 
sold later this year,’’ Ruth 
commented. ‘‘After that, no more 
local bonds can be sold and the 
district can not obtain state building 
aid until new voter authorization is 
obtained, and that’s the question at 
stake on the March 4 ballot." 


Even with authorization from the 
voters, the school board will not sell 
the new bonds except as required by 
district growth, and then only within 
the 10 percent limit on the total bond 
debt and only as predicted student 
enrollment increases can be justified 
by the detailed projection pro- 
cedures specified by the. state. 

“It's a well-regulated process, 
and is designed to prevent a diStrict 
from overbuilding in its growth 
years and also from acquiring a total 
bond debt too large for its base of 
property wealth. Fortunately, en- 
rollment and assessed valuation of 
property in a district usually 
increase together,’’ Ruth stated. 
‘Since the annual property tax rate 
designated for repayment of the 
district’s bond debt and its state aid 
loans averages about 80c per $100 of 
assessed valuation and will remain 
at that approximate level in this 
district until 1988 because of 
already-existing obligations, the 
taxpayer will see almost no effect on 
his own tax bill irrespective of 
whether the March 4 bond issue 
passes or not!"’ 

We must have classrooms for 
those new students, and to consider 
alternative ways of solving the 
problem - by a 25 percent increase in 
our general fund school tax rate, for 
example - leads only to arrange- 
ments that are far less palatable to 
the taxpayer. and certainly less 
satisfactory for our children.

nevertheless. It is questionable 
whether or not all of the 
subdivision maps which have been 
filed will result in houses. The 
problems of finding financing and 
buyers in the present recession may 
result in another year or more of 
essentially no growth in student 
enrollment. 

6. A more reasonable approach to 
school financing under present 
economic conditions is to authorize a 
single school at a time. This should 
be done only after the School Board 
and the Administration have 
demonstrated an adequate statis- 
tical and financial analysis of all 
aspects of all alternates. 

7. Many people depend on the pro 
and con arguments they receive with 
their sample ballots to afford them 
an objective picture of the sides of 
any issue. The argument furnished 
with the sample ballot in favor of 
the bonds was supplied by the 
administration, with its vested 
interest in school growth. Through 
some form of neglect there is no 
sample ballot information stating 
the disadvantages of the bonds 
issue. The public should not be 
asked to accept a major indebted- 
ness under these conditions.

FOR INCREASES FOR INTRASTATE 
TELEPHONE RATES 


The Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company on February 13, 1975 filed 
with The Public Utilities Commission of 
The State of California an application for 
authority to increase certain intrastate 
rates and charges applicable to 
telephone service furnished within The 
State of California. The proposed rate 
increases would permit Pacific to 
recover increases in operating costs, 
principally increased wages, for the 
twelve month period ending June 30, 
1976. 

In general terms, the proposed rate 
changes are as follows: 

Basic exchange rates would be 
increased for both residence and 
business telephone service. For 
residence the monthly increase would 
range from $ .55 to $ .80 per main 
telephone, except for 30 message 
allowance service, where an increase of 
$ .35 is proposed. An increase ranging 
from $1.05 to $2.05 is proposed per main 
business telephone. Foreign exchange 
service rates and PBX trunk rates would 
be increased generally in the same 
proportion as main station rates 
Certain Centrex and airport intercom- 
municating system service rates would 
be increased to maintain relationship 
with basic exchange rates. 

The message unit charge for 
multi-message unit messages would be 
increased from $ .05 to $ .057 per unit. 
Foreign exchange service and coin-box 
service message unit charges would 
increase from $ .06 to $ .07. 

The single local message charge for 
exchange messages placed from 
message rate telephones would increase 
from $ .05 to $ .057. Foreign exchange 
local message unit charges would 
increase from $ .06 to $ .07. 

Establish a charge for supersedure of 
basic exchange service of $7.50 for 
residence service and $15.00 for 
business service. 

Implement a charge for the restoral of 
basic exchange service temporarily 
discontinued for non-payment of bills 
This charge would be 50% of the 
in-place service connection charge 

Non-recurring charges for the 
establishment of certain private line 
services would be increased 

The rates proposed in the application 
are estimated to produce additional 
annual gross revenue of $131.200.000. 
which represents a 5% increase in total 
local and toll intrastate revenues. This is 
in addition to the $97,900,000 rate 
application (no. 55214) filed in 1974 
which was to recover increases in the 
costs of wage, salary and related 
expenses for the twelve months ending 
June 30, 1975 

Notice of hearings on the application 
will be posted and published not less 
than five nor more than thirty days prior 
to the initial hearings 

The Company's proposed rates would 
become effective in various California 
Counties and municipal corporations, 
including the County of Orange and the 
City of Placentia, upon grant of 
authority therefor by the California

Yorba Linda, 
Past And Future 


--An Overview 


Yorba Linda---it’s name 
is derived from the Spanish 
family that settled in 
the Santa Ana Canyon and 
surrounding areas during 
the 1800’s; and ‘‘Linda’’ the 
Spanish word for beautiful. 

The area emerged from 
its status as a small corner 
of a vast Spanish rancho to 
its new role as a small city 
when the Janss Investment 
Company filed a map in 
1908, beginning the town of 
Yorba Linda. Beginning in 
1909, fruit ranches were 
sold for $150 to $300 per 
acre. Orange and lemon 
groves planted in 1910 
thrived on water produced 


from the newly drilled 
wells. A _ reservoir was 
constructed. The first 


school was raised in 1911; 
and a post office, tele- 
phones and electricity were 
welcome additions in 1912. 
Yorba Linda was on its way. 

Despite signs of burgeon- 
ing growth in the SO0’s, 
Yorba Linda did _ not 
incorporate as a city until 
the late 60’s. 

On November 2, 1967, 
Yorba Linda was incorpora- 
ted as a general law city 
with a  council-manager 
form of government. 
Roland Bigonger became 
the city’s first mayor---the 
second mayor was Whit 
Cromwell, who still serves 
the city asa councilman. 

The city’s elevation 
ranges from 300 to 400 feet 
and covers an area of 
approximately six square 
miles. Annual average 
temperatures range from 30 
to 70 degrees in the winter 
to 60 to 95 degrees in the 
summer. Average annual 
rainfall is 14 inches, with 
most taking place from 
early January to mid-April. 

Transportation---Orange 
County Transit District 
(OCTD) travels into and out 
of the city (see map 
elsewhere in this issue). Air 
terminals include Los 
Angeles International Air- 
port, 48 miles away; Ontario 
International, 35 miles; 
Fullerton Airport, 10 miles 
and Orange County Airport, 
15 miles. 

Taxes---Assessed valua- 
tion.of the city is estimated 
at $58,000,000. City tax rate 
for 1974-75, none; county 
tax rate, $1.68 (per $100 
assessed valuation); school 
district, including Fullerton 
High School, $6,0112; 
Placentia Unified School 
District, $5.5201. Other: 
average $2.50 depending on 
assessment districts.

Canyon Park, 
northerly of Yorba Linda, 
now under construction; 
and the proposed Yorba 
Park, which would be 
located east of Imperial 
Highway off of Esperanza 
Road. 

Residents of Yorba Linda 
are only a 30 minute to 2 
hour drive from Orange 
County beaches; Palm 
Springs and desert resorts; 
skiing in Snow Valley; San 
Diego and the Mexican 
border; Los Angeles, Holly- 
wood or Santa Monica; 
Disneyland, Knotts Berry 
Farm, Marineland, Long 
Beach and HMS ‘Queen 
Mary’’ to mention a few.

NEIGHBORHOOD 
CONSIDERATION 


For years, Yorba Linda 
(which, in Spanish means 


“Yorba Beautiful’’) was a 
“‘bedroom community”’ in 
citrus and avocado groves. 
What is now Yorba Linda is 
part of the original Rancho 
Santa Ana granted to Jose 
Antonio Yorba in 1809. In 
1888, a boom town called 
Carlton sprang up a short 
distance northwest of the 
present site of Yorba Linda 
but failed for lack of water. 


Taking a lesson from this, 
the Janss Investment Co. 
filed a map in 1908 and 
Started the town of Yorba 
Linda in 1909, selling fruit 


It should be noted that, in 
spite of forecasts of new

Future Of Birthplace Uncertain 


Considerable confusion 
exists as to the future of the 
Richard M. Nixon birth- 
place site in Yorba Linda. 
Will it be honored as a 
national historical site? The 
question is hard to answer, 
but the Nixon Birthplace 
Foundation still keeps 
working on the project. 

A few days after Richard 


M. Nixon was elected 
President in* 1968, a 
committee composed of 


W.H.Barton, chairman, Dr. 
Robert Meador, Burt 
Brooks, Hoyt C. Corbit, Bill 
Drake and Roland E. 
Bigonger was formed to 
work towards preserving 
the birthplace for historical 
purposes. Upon resignation 
of Burt Brooks from the 
committee, Mrs. Donaid 
(Clara Jane) Nixon was 
appointed to fill the 
vacancy. Later, Oscar 
Marshburn, Whittier, was 
added to the board. The 
board is still intact and 
holds meetings at the call of 
the chairman. Incorporation 
of the Nixon Birthplace 
Foundation was completed 
February 10, 1969. 

In the spring of 1969, 
Barton, Corbit, Bigonger 
and Drake, at their own 
expense, made a trip to 
Kansas City where the 
Eisenhower Library at 
Abilene, Kansas, and the 
Truman Library at Indepen- 
dence, “Missouri, were

visited. Talks were held 
with members of the 
committees who served in 
promoting the Eisenhower 
Library as to the procedure 
they used in establishing 
that site. 

In January, 1969, Gov. 
Reagan asked the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recrea- 
tion to make a study and 
recommendations. Elmer 
Aldrich, manager of the 
Statewide Planning Branch, 
completed the study for the 
state. 

According to law, the 
Federal government does 
not acquire birthplace sites 
while the President is in 
office, and also they require 
that when the property is 
owned by a subdivision of 


the state, it must be 
donated to the Federal 
government. In this case 
the owner, Yorba Linda 


School District, would have 
to be paid for the property 
before either the state or 
federal government would 
develop it as an historical 
site. 

A bill introduced by 
Congressman Charles Wig- 
gins, was passed February 
20. 1969, which would 
authorize the Secretary of 
the Intetior to acquire the 
Nixon Birthplace as a 
national historical _ site, 
provided that the land is 
donated. 

Locally, the Birthplace 


Foundation, so far sus- 
tained by private donations, 
has secured all the furniture 
which was in the house 
when the Nixon family lived 
here, and are keeping it in 
storage until the time comes 
when it can again be put in 
the house. Clara Jane 
Nixon, sister-in-law of the 
ex-President, was instru- 
mental in locating and 


securing these items which 
through the years had been 
scattered 


around the 


country through various 


family members. 


But the big question still 
remains..,will Yorba Linda 
have a_ national historical 


site, honoring the first 
President born on _ the 
Pacific Coast? Or will it 
become known as_ the 


birthplace site of the only 
President who _ resigned 
from the highest office in 
the land? 


Only time will tell.

YL Volunteer Firemen 
Protect Homes, Families 


Fires don’t occur very 
often in Yorba Linda, but 
when they do, they're 
handled quickly and effi- 
ciently by 22 dedicated 
volunteer Yorba Linda 
Firemen who leave warm 
beds or places of employ- 
ment no matter what the 
hour. 

Working with the Orange 
County Fire Department, 
with whom they are under 
contract, the volunteers 
man two shining crown 
pumpers, one rescue squad 
and a 1,000 gallon water 
tanker for work that 
encompasses _ everything 
from a smoking trash can to 
a heart attact victim. 

Prior to the formation of 
the volunteer fire depart- 
ment in November of 1931, 
the only equipment for 
combating fires was a bell 
tower and a hose cart which 
was located on the South- 


west corner of Front (now 
Imperial) and Main. The 
hose cart can now be viewed 
at the present station on 
Lemon Street. 

The first fire truck for 
Yorba Linda was a 1931 
Model A Ford. Community 
donations then enabled the 
volunteers to purchase the 
first truck to be used for 
rescue. The County then 
equipped the truck for 
rescue purposes. During 
the years the volunteers 
have purchased many 
pieces of equipment for the 
department, including the 
air horn which sounds the 
alarm, the inhalator, the 
resuscitator and a Resus-a- 
Anne, which is used to 
teach rescue breathing. 

The selection of the first 
firemen to serve this station 
was made November 21, 
1931. Fire Chief was W.H. 
Barton. Others included

Following this, the men 
train in proper fire and 
rescue methods by County 
fire training officer. Fire- 
men are then required to 
attend. weekly meetings 
where they practice and 
spend many hours keeping 
up to date on the latest 
methods of fire and rescue 
techniques. The volunteers 
are part of the Orange 
County Fire Department 


and as members of this 
organization they are re 
sponsible for all structure 
fires and rescues in Yorba 
Linda.

The North Orange 
County Y.M.C.A. has 
formed an extension pro- 
gram in the city of Yorba 
Linda. Under the guidance 
of Yorba Linda Program 
Director, Bob Beardsley, 
the ‘‘Y’’ is expanding and 
improving their many ser- 
vices. ‘‘Our main purpose is 
to offer positive programs to 
the entire city.

Girl scouting has some- 
thing to offer for everyone. 
Our program offers activi- 
ties for girls from kinder- 
garten to college level. The 
theme of the Yorba Linda 
area girl scouts is ‘*‘Have 
Fun Giving Service’’. 

Service projects of the 
eight hundred girls, per- 
formed each year, are too 
numerous to list. Most of 
them are activities of 
individual troops, however, 
one in which all girls in the 
city participate, is ‘‘Green 
Thumb". This Spring will 
mark the third year of an 
annual event. ‘‘Green 
Thumb” is a Community 
Service project in which girl 
scouts give free cuttings to 
the public. Each _ girl 
contributes at least one 
plant and many contribute 
two or more. In addition, 
they also exchange plants 
with each other. 

Of course, everyone is 
familiar with the annual 
cookie and calendar sales, 
but it is not so well known 
that over six hundred girl 
scouts turned out to march 
in the Yorba Linda Fiesta 
Day parade last Fall. 

Also, every Spring the 
community helps _ girls 
celebrate Girl Scout Week. 
This activity includes the 
scouts, in individual troops, 
making posters which local 
businesses display in their 
windows. The posters help 
explain the girl scout story 
to the community. During 
this week the girls also wear 
their uniforms as much as 
possible. The girls observe 


4-H Country Traditions--And More 


It will come as no surprise 


to Yorba Lindan’s, who 
cherish the slogan ‘‘Our 
Country Way of Life’’ that 


they have four 4-H clubs 
which range in age from the 
oldest and largest, the 
Cloverleafs, founded about 
30 years ago to the 
youngest, the Yodelers, 
entering their third year. 
The Kountry Kultivators, 
founded in 1965 by Mrs. 
Kathleen Huff and Miss 
Martha Huff are second 
oldest at ten years, while 
the Vecinos, founded by 
Barny and Alice Horan are 
eight years old. As the third 
oldest clubs grew in size a 
need for a fourth became 
apparent. So Mrs. Huff and 
Miss Martha Huff founded 
the Yodelers, of which Miss 
Huff is Community Leader. 
Now two hundred and ten 
Yorba Linda boys and girls 
ranging in age from 9 to 19 
are carrying 35 different 
kinds of projects. 

Most people, in thinking 
of 4-H, still think of the old 
traditions and picture the 
boys and girls with Sheep 
and Pigs and Beef and Cows 
and Dairy Goats. 

Sorry about that, folks, 
because it just isn’t so! For 
the first time in many years 
there is not a beef or a cow 
or a dairy goat project in 
Yorba Linda. The first two 
need lots of space, and the 
cost of feed is very high. As 


to the goats...well...a few 
days ago the highly 
esteemed Wall Street 


Journal ran a story entitled. 


‘*Goats--A New Recession 
Indicator!'' The article 
dealt with a nationwide 
increase in goat ownership 
which was attributed to the 
effects of the current 
recession. It seems people 
are raising more goats--as 
in the Depression--to cut 
the milk bills, and they eat 
the little bucks--which taste 
like lamb--to cut the meat 
bills. No goats in Yorba 
Linda....does that mean no 
recession in Yorba Linda! ?! 

If large farm animals are 
not the most popular 
projects in Yorba Linda, 
then what is? As a category, 
Home Economics is the 
most popular with 113 
projects in clothing, foods, 
knitting and home fur- 
nishings collectively. Farm 
animals come second with 
horse third. 

A few words of explana- 
tion before the reader gets 
further entangled in this. 
4-H members may carry one 
or several different projects 
depending up their age and 
enthusiasm. In Yorba Linda 
they are enthusiastic. 436 
projects are carried by 210 
members. 

Not every club offers the 
same projects but where 
they do not, they cooperate 


with each other. For 
example, there is only one 
person with a sheep project 
in the Yodelers, although 
thee is a leader for it. 
However, the youngster has 
more fun and gains greater 
experience with a group so 
the leader sends her to the 
Kultivators for that particu- 
lar project. She carries two 
other projects in the 
Yodelers and remains in 
that club. In turn, the 
Kountry Kultivators may 
have no leadership in some 
project that the Cloverleafs 
are strong in so one or two of 
their members may take a 
project with the Clover- 
leafs, while the latter may 
send someone for one 
project to the Yodelers etc. 

Between the four clubs 
there is a total of 35 
different projects offered. 
Broken down into projects, 
as distinct from categories, 
the eight most popular 
projects and their enroll- 
ment follow: Horse is first 
with SO (all in one club) and 
clothing is second with 42 
members. Rabbits are third 
with 37, perhaps due to the 
increasing urbanization of 
Yorba Linda. Tied for fourth 
place are the Food and 
Sheep projects with an 


enrollment of 34. (However, 
Leader Dyna Miner pointed 
out that if the nine Swine 
projects were included, one 
could say there are 43 large 
farm animal projects. 
Actually, the Swine are way 
down on the popularity list 
and are down from previous 
years.) Fifth is Dog Care 
and Training with 31. Sixth, 
seventh and eighth on the 
list are Junior Leadership 
with 28, Home Furnishing, 
24, and Wildlife, 18. 

While the 4-H Pledge is 
still basically the same...1 
pledge my head to clearer 
thinking, my heart to 
greater loyalty, my hands to 
larger service, and my 
health to better living for 
my club, my community, 
my country, and my 
world...the projects have 
greatly expanded both in 
number and in scope. 

A new departure is the 
**Self Determined Project’’ 
and the ‘‘Group Deter- 
mined Project’; in the 
former, the members, with 
approval of the leader, set 
their own individual goals 
and in the latter, a group of 
members set up their goals 
with leader approval. 
Knitting, as practised by 13 
Kountry Kultivators, is Self 


Determined. The Yodelers 
have a new and unique 
Group Determined project 
with 8 members enrolled in 
Gymnastics. 

As in the Boy Scouts and 
other youth groups the 80 
leaders of the Yorba Linda 
4-H clubs are volunteers. 
They have professional 
expertise supplied to them 
by members of the Univer- 
sity of California Agricul- 
tural Extension people. 


Most of the volunteers are 


parents of members. 
However, perhaps because 
one of the basic teachings of 
4-H is service to others, in 
the last 8 years more and 
more 4-H members have 
become adult leaders when 
they reach the age of 19. 
Ten Yorba Linda leaders are 
former 4-H-ers. Two of 
these leaders are Dyna Lee 
Miner and Martha Huff, 
who are Community Lead- 
ers of the Cloverleafs, and 
the Yodelers, with 7 and 5 
years of experience. Greg 
Flatten and Lynn Buch- 
anan, who reached the age 
of 19 this year are in their 
first year of adult leader- 
ship. 
Enrollment of new mem- 

bers is still being accepted 
in almost all projects except 
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Yorba Linda

The El Rodeo Riding Club 
is the oldest club of its kind 
in California. Organized in 
1927 by 11 men who enjoyed 
horse activities and the 


outdoors, El Rodeo has 
always been a family club, 
where the children are

monthly parties. At the 
present time, there are only 
four active membes whose 
parents were charter mem- 
bers. Doris Jacobsen, Bob 
Friend, Ardeth Hanson and 
the Durringtons of Chino 
are a fourth generation 
member, being the great 
grand daughters of founder 
John E. Wagner. 

For the first two years 
they had no club grounds, 
but met at the different 
ranches and homes to start 
on a ride and enjoy good 
food. In 1929 they leased 
the grounds at the corner of 
Imperial and Valencia Ave 
and a Mess Hall donated by 
the Standard Oil Co. from 
Huntington Beach was 
moved up by one of the 
members, A.D. Moodie, in 
1931.

These 
buildings were used until

Gulf operates 87 pro- 
ducing wells in the Yorba 
Linda Field located in the 
northern part of Orange 
County. The field was 
developed in an area of 
citrus and avocado orchards 
which are being replaced by 
housing developments and 
apartment complexes with 
resulting high land value 
approaching $15,000 per 
acre. The total field covers 
an area of 800 acres 
including production by 
Shell, Tenneco, Standard 
and Gulf. These wells are 
currently producing almost 
11,000 barrels of oil per day 
with 84% water cut, and a 
cumulative production to 
1-1-74 of 46,250,000 barrels 
of oil.

Commerce (office of Tele- 
communications) has re- 
ported that the overall cost 
of basic telephone service 
has declined during the past 
decade, determined by the 
number of hours worked to 
poay for the service. The 
report deals with the 
various components of basic 
telephone charges, and how 
different governments de- 
termine telephone rates. 

It points out that the 
average U.S. worker pays 
far less, in terms of hours of 
work, to purchase his basic 
telephone service that it 
costs the average worker of 
fourteen other countries.

The average in France 
was 179 hours; in Japan, 
17S hours; in Germany, 68 
hours; and in Switzerland, 
3S hours.

YORBA LINDA 
A population forecast 
must have a_ distinct 


relationship to the past. 
From the land upon which 
the town was built, 

originally belonging to the 
Yorba Family, -- the land 
was conveyed to Francisco 
Yorba de Vejar on February 
3, 1874. In 1907, Portifirio 
Yorba transferred the land 
to Maurice Rey who sold it 
five days later on January 
10th to a resident of nearby 
Fullerton. A_ fine book 
entitled ‘‘Yorba Linda, Its 
History’’ was written and 
published by March D. Butz 


in 1970 and may be 
procured at the Yorba Linda 
District Library. Plans for 
development of the area 
were laid out during 1908 
and 1909. From a vast citrus 
and avocado-agricultural 
area, Yorba Linda reached 
the year 1960 (before 
incorporation) with 1,198 
residents. By 1970, the U.S. 
Census count was 11,856.

YL County Water District History 


The Yorba Linda County 
Water District was formed 
on January 2, 1959, 
principally to acquire, 
improve and extend the 
existing mutual water 
system which had served 
the majority of the area for 
50 years. The Yorba Linda 
Water Company, a mutual, 
was incorporated in Decem- 
ber 1909 to furnish water to 
the Yorba Linda Tract which 
was raw desert being 
developed by Janss Devel- 
opment Company. The 
mutual water company was 
bonded in 1911 for 


$175,000, a staggering sum 
at that time. The assess- 
ments on the mutual stock 
were high and there were 
many of them, but water 
was a vital force, just as it is 
now, in the development of 
the area and this was the 
only means to get it, by 
developing the mutual 
water company. 

In 1931, just twenty years 
after the bonded indebted- 
ness, the last of the bonds 
were paid off and the 
mutual was free of debt. 
The mutual was governed 
by a board of directors

These men 
served for very little 
monetary reward, but their 
reward was seeing the 
growth of the area from an 
arid desert to beautiful 
green groves of oranges and 
avocados and small ranch- 
es, making an agricultural 
community. 

Then in the early 1950's 
the area began to grow and 
people bought property and 
built homes to get away 
from the cities and raise 
their families in a country 
atmosphere. This growth 
was fine, but the mutual 
could not keep up with 
improvements to the sys- 
tem and with the rapid 
growth that was beginning 
to be evidenced even as 
early as the SO’s. A 
corporate structure better 
suited to the needs of a 
growing area was needed to 
make the capital improve- 
ments needed to keep 
abreast. A county water 


district was. selected inas- 
much as it more nearly fit 


the requirements of a 
changing and _ growing 
community. 


The District was formed 
by an election of the voters 
of the area. The next step 
for the District was to 
propose a plan for the 
financing of the needed 
improvements and to pur- 
chase the assets of the 
mutual from the stockhold- 
ers of the Yorba Linda 
Water Company. This plan 
involved the authorization 
and issuance of one million 
nine hundred thousand 
dollars in bonds which was 
passed by more than a 
two/thirds vote of the 
electorate on September 29, 
1959. The District acquired 
the assets of the mutual on 
January 1, 1960. A district 
is formed under Division 12 
of the Water Code of the 
State of California. 

A county water district is 
a semi-governmental agen- 
cy which is operated by a 
Board of Directors consist- 
ing of five men elected for 
four year terms, by the 
electorate of its district. The 
Board of Directors is 


responsible only to the 
electorate of its district in 
compliance with the provi- 
sions of Division 12 of the 
State Water Code. 

The water district may 
vote and sell bonds, form 
special improvement dis- 
tricts, operate facilities for 
the production, storage and 
distribution of water, for the 
collection, . treatment and 
disposal of sewage, waste 
and storm waters and fire 
protection works and facili- 
ties. The district also has 
the power of condemnation 
and immediate possession. 

This district has only 
taken on two of these 
powers or services, and 
they are to serve water and 
to collect waste water. 

This is a brief background 
of the district that serves 
water and disposes waste 
water for the city of Yorba 
Linda, portions of the cities 
of Brea, Placentia, Ana- 
heim and adjacent unincor- 
porated county territory. 

In 1960 when the district 
began operation there were 
about 1400 services, 900 
domestic and 500 irrigation 
services. 

Today, there are 7600 
domestic services and only 
250 irrigation services. The 
district has become almost 
completely urban in this 
span of 20 years. 

The Distsrict now encom- 
passes 5200 acres. A new 7 
million gallon reservoir was 
completed in 1973 to assist 
in serving the east portion 
of Yorba Linda and to 
improve service to all the 
area. Other improvements 
in the distsrict are the new 
Spanish style office build- 
ing on Plumosa Drive, 
which is modern in every 
aspect with a drive-up 
window to serve customers. 

In 1974 a new warehouse 
was completed on Richfield 
Road where the main 
pumping plant is located. 
This new building has 
consolidated and brought 
under one roof the meter 
shop, auto repair shop, 
buyer and stores supervi- 
sor’s office, the field crew 
quarters and storage for all 
meters, pipe and fittings.

B Of A Notes History 
In Yorba Linda 


While Bank of America 
has over 1,000 offices 
throughout California, few 
can match the story of how 
the Yorba Linda Bank of 
America got its start. 

Imagine a community 
without any financial ser- 
vices. In 1940, the only bank 
in Yorba Linda shut down, 
and for five years there 
were no banking services of 
any kind. Merchants and 


townspeople grew tired of 
watching Yorba Linda 
dollars finance the growth 
of neighboring towns. 
Finally, the Chamber of 
Commerce formed a dele- 
gation of leading citizens 
who went to the Bank of 
America in Los Angeles to 
request a Yorba Linda 
office. 

Bank of America agreed. 
But months passed, 4nd the 
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GROUNDBREAKINGS---are a major event for City and

bank’s request for a charter 
became buried in red tape 
in Washington, D.C. The 
community, however, was 
determined to have a bank. 
According to a 1948 Coronet 
Magazine articie, ‘‘Militant 
townspeople peppered their 
congressman, senators and 
the Comptroller of Currency 
with letters, telegrams, 
phone calls and personal 
visits.’" Soon afterwards, 
Bank of America received 
its charter and the Yorba 
Linda office opened its 
doors for business in 1945. 

For a quarter of a 
century, Bank of America 
was the only bank in town. 
To provide increased ser- 
vices for a growing 
community, it evolved from 
a small office with two teller 
cages into today’s modern 
full service bank with 21 
staff members and two 
drive-up teller windows. 

E.B. Huffaker, manager 
‘of the Yorba Linda office, 
states, ‘‘This city’s Bank of 
America is still growing 
along with the city of Yorba 
Linda. During 1974, our 
already large deposit totals 
increased by 2.3% and our 
staff grew 13%."’ 

What are the future plans 
for Yorba Linda’s Bank of 
America? ‘‘We’re going to 
keep right on serving the 
growing needs of Yorba 
Linda,’’ states Manager 
E.B. Huffaker. ‘Thirty 
years ago Bank of America 
came to Yorba Linda 
because this city had 
outstanding citizens) who 
saw a need for their 
community. I believe things 
haven't changed. The 
people and this city are still 
great!’’ As a Director of 
Yorba Linda’s Chamber of 
Commerce, he ought to 
know! 


Unemployment To Domina 


Issues , Says Bank Official 


Security Pacific Bank 
noted that as the nation’s 
jobless rate in 1975 rises to 
its highest level since 1941, 
the problem of effectively 
reducing -mployment is 
rapidly surpassing inflation 
as the primary economic 
concern for this year. 

In discussing the bank’s 
latest economic forecast 
today, Susan M. Brown, 
manager of Security Pacific 
Bank's Yorba Linda 
Branch, noted that econo- 
mic activity has deteriora- 
ted rapidly over recent 
months, and that the 
economy is currently in a 
recession which is likely to 
persist through the first half 
of this year. 

The Security Pacific Bank 
branch manager added that 
the dramatic drop in 
automobile sales and the 
longer than anticipated coal 
strike have increased the 
downward pressure on the 
nation’s economy. ‘‘These 
factors have contributed to 
the outlook for rapid 
increases in unemployment 
and a large decline in real 
growth,’’ she said. 


Turning to the outlook for 
unemployment, the bank 
anticipated a national job- 
less rate averaging 7.8 
percent for this year, up 
from 1974’s rate of 5.6 
percent. She added that 
197S’s_ projected jobless 
rate in California would 
approximate 10 percent. 

‘‘Those industries which 
we anticipate will feel the 
pinch of unempioyment to 
the greatest degree include 
the already depressed 
construction and auto in- 
dustries, plus the textile, 
lumber, processed food and 
electrical equipment indus- 
tries,’’ said Ms. Brown. 
“Employment gains in 
retail trade and services will 
also slow.”’ 

The bank’s latest eco- 
nomic forecast also notes

Congress will be anxious to 
pass a stimulative fiscal 
program which presumably 
would include some form of 
tax cut, legislative delays 
may stall the implementa- 
tion of some proposals until 
the second half of 1975. 
In assessing the outlook 
for inflation, the bank noted 
that, probably the only 
comfort we can take in the 
forecast calling for a slump 
in business activity is that 
the rate of inflation should 
slow from 1974’s rapid 
double digit pace of over ten 
percent--the highest infla- 
tion rate in 27 years--to a 
still high but improved rate 
of about 8.8 percent. 
The bank's report empha- 
sized that the recent history 
of price controls has 
increased fears that con- 
trols could be reinstated. 
Producers, therefore, are 
reluctant to lower prices for 


fear that they would then be 
forced to maintain prices 
during a period of controls, 
she explained. 


In terms of what con- 


sumers can expect, Ms. 
Brown predicted some 
sharp jumps for the 


Consumer Price Index in 
1975. She noted that rapidly 
rising food prices during the 
first half of this year would 
fuel the CPI, although she 
added that retail food prices 
should begin to moderate in 
the year’s closing months. 
Overall, she predicted that 
consumer prices will climb 
by 9.4 percent in 1975, 
representing a slight im- 
provement over 1974's 
increase of 11.1 percent. 


The Security Pacific Bank 
report predicted a notice- 
able cutback in retail sales 
activity during 1975's first 
half,
